Bringing History to Life 
(Santa Ana Register) 


Another building has been added to the 
group of historical edifices at Sudbury, Mass., 
where Henry Ford is recreating an early Amer- 
jean community... This latest acquisition is the 
old schoolhouse once attended by the Mary 
whose little lamb followed her to school one 
day with such enlivening results. 

The building was brought to Sudbury 
from Sterling. Some of the original stones of 
the foundation have been used. The interior 
has been reconstructed, following the original 
as closely as possible. It is to be used as a 
school, with a good teacher, up-to-date curri- 
culum and pupils from the neighborhood. It 
is at the same time a happy preservation of a 
typical New England school house of the early 
days. 

The Sudbury community is gradually be- 
coming a most charming museum of early 
Americana. Instead of collecting antiques, 
constructing models and reproductions to be 
put in some city museum, Mr. Ford is making 
his ‘‘museum’’ a living thing, placed in the 
natural setting of the Massachusetts eountry- 
side. The Wayside Inn, beautifully restored, 
filled with authentic antiques, rich in historical 
suggestion, is a delight to every patriot who 
visits it. The caretakers and guides there are 
more intelligent, interested, well-informed 
than in many of the other historical shrines 
of New England. 

It would be a fine thing if similar restora- 
tions could be made in other parts of the coun- 
try. America has grown and prospered so 
fast that it has thrust aside and lost forever a 
good many things worthy of preservation.

Exit “Ma” Ferguson 
(San Francisco Chronicle) 







The end of Miriam Ferguson’s term as gov- 
ernor of Texas is a matter of moment to more 
than her own state. It is a pity for her own 
sake that she was ever projected on ‘to the 
great stage which she has oeeupied for the last 
two years to the amusement of the light-mind- 
ed and the consternation of the judicious. Had 
she been but a ‘theatrical figure the whole na- 
tion might have enjoyed the presentation. Un- 
fortunately for her and for certain important 
public interests the highest administrative of- 
fice of an imperial state is not an appropriate 
stage for the caricaturing of those domestic 
qualities which we like in ‘‘Aunt Het’’ of our 
comic page only because they are tempered 
with common sense. 



































The costly experience of Texas has proved 
the folly of chorsing a public officer merely 
on the ground that she is a woman. That state 
went into the campaign of 1924 in the spirit of 
levity. It was a bit of a lark to elect a woman 
governor who simulated the politician’s swag- 
gering ood fellowship by wearing her ‘‘Ma’’ 
in public. 

We are not concerned with what the experi- 
ment has done to Texas. We regret, however, 
the setback it has given to the place of woman 
in public life. It was not at all a fair test. The 
Ferguson fiasco should never be used aS an 







































argument against woman’s capacity for polit- 
ieal office. It is, however, a vivid illustration 
of the need of applying to all eandidates, wo- 
men and men alike, the test of personal fitness 
to do the job. 

Governor Miriam Ferguson’s wholesale re- 
lease of criminals will stand in the public mind 
as the chief feature of her administration, In 
the two years of her term she has set free up- 
on the state—and, unfortunately, upon the rest 
of the nation—nearly 3,300 convicts. In an 
executive judged by normal standards this 
would have: been nothing short of a wicked at- 
tack on public order. tm the case of Governor 
Ferguson it can be assumed that she did not 
know any better. And now that she Aas ceas- 
ed to be governor and remains only ‘'Ma’’ the 
inclination will be to permit her to subside in- 
to the respectable and commonplace obseurity 
that is consonant with such a title.

Impudent “Commissions” ’

A group of American churehmen, writers 
and educators is about to make an investiga- 
tion of the religious, economic and educational 
conditions in Mexico.
